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O^fWe published in our last issue a letter 
from Gov. Magoffin to the Governors of the 
Southern States, submitting, as a basis for 
the settlement of existing difficulties, sis prop- 
ositions, and seeking a convention of as many 
of the slave States as may be disposed to listen 
to propositions for an adjustment, and in the 
end a convention of all the States of the 
Union, or as many of them as are disposed to 
unite in an earnest effort to heal our dissen- 
sions. 

The spirit which animates our able and pa- 
triotic Executive is worthy of all praise. Ar- 
dently devoted to the Union and it3 preserva- 
tion, he is anxious to leave nothing done on 
his part which in any degree may tend to al- 
lay sectional strife. To this end he has here- 
tofore published a letter which met with a 
heartv response from all who love thcircoun- 
try; and we are quite sure that the letter which 
he has just written must meet witha similar 
response. . 

The propositions which he submits, it cannot 
bo doubted, will meet the approval of every 
southern man who is not on the one hand a 
disunionist per se, or, on the other, one who 
thinks the South has no just cause of com- 
plaint. 

To the first proposition submitted by the 
Governor, in regard to the "personal liberty 
laws" of the Northern States, there can be no 
objection in the South, and a conservative 
Northern sentiment must likewise approve it. 
It is conc< d <1 on all hands, except in some 
such abolition State as Vermont, that these 
laws ought to be abrogated. This can be 
done by an amendment to the Constitution, 
which would place it beyond the power of 
one or two Northern States to prevent such 
a consummation by refusing, as Vermont has 
done, to repeal its obnoxious laws. 

The secon 1 proposition, to make the fur- 
tive slave law more effective against the ob- 
structions thrown in its way by Northern 
mob violence, will be approved by all conser- 
vative men. A most effective way to put 
down such mobs>is to make the communities 
where they exist liable to the owner for the 
rescue of his slave. 

The third proposition, in view of the refusal 
of the Governor of Ohio, and of other North- 
ern Governors, to surrender fugitives from 
justice charged with the crime of stealing slaves 
is just and proper. ' Some such measure as 
the Governor suggests ought to be adopted, 
and the North cannot object to it. 

The fourth proposition, to divide the Terri- 



C^rThe following letter to the Governor is 
fromadistinguished Kentuckian who has spent 
the last eighteen months or two years in the 
Eastern and Northern States: 

Massachusetts, Dee. 10, 1860. 
Mv Dear Governor: I read your proclama- 
tion, upon the refusal of Ohio to surrender a 
fugitive from justice upon jour requisition. It 
breathes a manly and union-loving spirit; and 
perhaps was the best thing you could do, in the 
present state of public opinion in Kentucky. The 
supine condition of Kentucky alarms me exceed- 
ingly. She is asleep, when all around her is 
crumbling. The secession of the cotton-growing 
States is, in my judgment, inevitable. How in 
the name of common prudence can Kentucky re- 
main with the Abolition North under the event 
of Southern secession? How can she, Virginia, 
and Maryland, remain tied to an Abolition party, 
enthroned as it will be then in absolute power, 
with the consolidated force of eighteen States, 
and six Territories on the rapid road towards 
State organization? When these arc admitted, 
there will be an Union composed of three slave- 
holding States, with twenty-four, who have de- 
clared Lincoln's election to be based upon an 
irrepressible conflict between free and slave-hold- 
ing States, and the further principle that the 
domestic institutions of the one or the other must 
become universal. 

Such an Union would leave every branch of 
the government, executive, legislative, and judi- 
cial, in the hands of a party consolidated by these 
jCiples, nominally headed by a vulgar rail- 
er, trained first in Indiana to this trade, and 
vated now to be an architect of ruin, a splitter 
of empires — nominally headed, I say, by Lincoln, 
but in reality led and to be controlled by Seward, 
Greeley, Ilurlingame, Sumner, Wilson, Hale, 
Lloyd Garrison, Wendall, Phillips, Fred Douglass, 
the mulatto, et id omne genu*. 

This party will hold in the Union of which I 
speak more than two thirds of both houses, and 
three fourths of the States. If they have any 
remaining scruples about the Constitution, they 
will have the power to change it, and clothe 
themselves with any authority they please They 
are a party of one idea. Its chiefs appeal to a 
higher law — when did absolute power ever enter- 
tain scruples as to its own extent, when it is the 
only judge of its own limitations? Kentucky nil' 
be compelled to take some decisive course of 
political action. There is no escape for rfer. — 
Yet she sleeps in dormant str ength like Sampson, 
and when she does awake, I deeply dread that 
she will find herself in the hands of the Philis 
tines. I presume not, my dear Governor, to ad- 
vise you. You are on the spot, and whatever 
miy be your own private views, are compelled to 
watch, and, to a great extent, fullow public scnti- 
tn 'lit. Our people, to do anything useful or 
ellicieut, must be united. If public opinion were 
really awakened to the crisis, it would call on 
you to convene the Legislature. Excuse the 
liberty I take, and believe me truly your old 
friend, school-mate when you were a child, and 
sincere well wisher. •

Letter from Hon. T. F. ITIurshiill. 

Cambhiugk, Mass., Nov. 21), 1&6U. 

Mr Dfar Ijogav: The present aspect of Amer- 
ican affairs stirs within me thoughts anil emotions 
which absolutely demand utterance, and which I 
must pour out to some one, or die of their reten- 
tion. The election of Lincoln has thi-own the 
Uni ed States upon a new era. I have been in 
the free Stales for fifteen months, mingling 
1 irgelv with the great body of the people, with 
the,view ot penetrating as far a- I could, their 
present sentiments and ultimate purposes, es 
pccially in New England, where I have been 
since August. Since the nomination of Lincoln 
at Chicago I have examined the platform which 
the Republican part; chose to put forth. I have 
hand their most distinguished orators, and have 
read the speeches and avowals of the President 
elect, whicn, as breathing the settled ideas of 
the party who chose him, I hare reason to know 
and believe were the true cause of his election. 

1st. The platform lays down this proposition 
as the distinguishing feature, that the normal con 
dition of all Federal Territories is freedom, and 
th it neither the C mgress of the United States 
nor any Territorial Government created by it, nor 
anv individuals, can legalize slavery in any of 
them, thus declaring it out of tlie power of Con 
grrss to permit the introduction of slave property 
into any Territory of the United States. I state 
this proposition merely, and do not mean to 
argue it. I have done so frequently in the 
North, denying ,of course, the proposition in both 
its terms. I will simply observe that il true, the 
Territories of Florida and Louisiana, when ac- 
quired by the Uuited States, became ipso facto free, 
add thai all tne legislation of the Federal Govern 
ment recognizing and legalizing the existing in- 
stitution of slavery within those countries, was 
unconstitutinnal. Connected with other branches 
of the Republican system there is terrible signili 
cance in this proposition. The discussion of it 
I feel to be unnecessary in Kentucky. The 
avowed principle of Linco'n and Seward, as re- 
iterated over and over in their addresses to the 
people of the North, is that there is an "Irrepres- 
sible c inflict" between free and slave labor, which 
renders it impossible that States variant in their doI 
icy upon this subject, can co exist under the Gov- 
ernment of the same confederated Republic; that 
slavery mu-t be universal or freedom universal. As 
they know very well that the free Slates will never 
admit the institution of slavery in any of them, 
the unavoidable logical consequence is that slave- 
ry mu-it be abolished in the South or the Union 
dissolved. Ten States in the North, it is said, 
(I h ive mvselfonly examined the Personal Liber- 
ty bills ol Vermont and Massachusetts) have by the 
m >st stringent regulations, prohibited the execu- 
tion ol the Fugitive Slave Liw within their re 
spective borders. Theso miybc fairly assumed 
as cont lining the real principles of the President 
elect, and as embodying the ideas, feelings, 
wishes, and designs of an overwhelming majority 
of every Northern Slate. As to Mr. Lincoln, I 
have never seen him, but have been told that he 
is a sincere and honest man, an I I believe it. If 
he expressed opinions which he did not entertain 
th it he might soar upon the wings of a fatal fan- 
aticism, which he has been fanning for years, into 
the Chiet M igistracy ot the nation, he is some 
thing worse than a demigogue. If he be sincere, j 
it is still worse — zeal, bigoted and fanatic, zeal, is j 
never so formidable as when coupled with sincer- 
ity or beliel — witness a thousand examples in 
history, and John Brown in our own day. As free 
and si ive Stales were c m emulated and recog- 
nized by the Constitution as members of the 
Confederacy, and have in point of fact been 
united under the same central Government for j 
a ime seventy-one years, to their great mutual 
advantage, prosperity, and security, we may 
fairly set down this idea as proven to be fulse. 
Upheld, however, by a majority of the people of 
the United States, and having found its distinct 
utterance and expression in the election to the 
two first offices in the Government ol a ticket

not to be afraid to trust herself under a national 
government, along with twelve slave States. In 
the progress of emancipation in the Northern 
States, the South claimed no right to interfere, 
and raised neither arm nor voice to arrest it. 
The ordinance of '67 was adopted by the vote of 
five Southern : nd three Northern States. The 
Missouri Compromise was passed by the unani- 
mous vote ol the South in the Senate, and a large 
majority of Southern votes in the lower House. 
The Oregon bill, with the Wilmot Proviso in it, 
was signed by a Southern President. The South 
has never retarded the advance of liberty, nay, 
she has promoted it, and aided powerfully in ex- 
cluding negro slavery from every place where it 
was not already planted. Kentucky has been the 
steady friend of New Kngland industry. It 
seems, in view of the Constitution and the facts, 
parliculaily hard ana somewhat inconsistent in 
Massachusetts, who freely and voluntarily went 
into a Union with twelve slave States under this 
Constitution, now to affirm, that when they are 
eighteen to fifteen, they cmuot co exist under 
the same common government. I have read Gov. 
M igofiiirs proclamation, from which I learn that 
he has demanded from Ohio, a person charged 
with a felony by our laws, who has escaped to 
that State, and that the Governor of Ohio refus 
ed to give him up, alleging that by the laws of 
Ohio stealing slaves is not a crime. The clause 
in the Constitution in relation lo fugitives from 
justice, is, if possible, clearer than those I have 
cited lor the seem ity of slavery. I will not dis- 
pute the point with the Governor of Ohio, wheth- 
er the laws of that State are to define what shall 
be crime in ours. The historic review I have 
given proves that in point of fact, it has been : 
mainly by the aid of Southern legislators that 
the North has been raised to that majority in 'he 
government of which she is resolved to make so | 
tyrannic and unconstitutional a use. Sometime I 
before the election, Mr. Lincoln stated on this ; 
subject of slavery, that a house divided against 
itself must fall, but that although this political 
house of ours was divided, still he did not think 
it would fall, as he believed the cause of the strife 
and division would be removed. Quite signifi. 
cant! After Lincoln's election was considered 
certain, Mr. Wendal Phillips wns heard to say 
that Lincoln would have the place, but thai Phil- 
lips and Garrison would have the power. Mr. 
Charles Sumner, in Faneuil Hall, the night be 
fore the election, stated that heretofore a Presi 
dent had been elected every fourth year, but that 
to morrow, the 6th, would settle the question, 
that a new Government should be inaugurated 

I, of course, am uotso unjust as to hold Mr. Lin- 
coln strictly reap msilile for what others may have 
said, but rile these things to show the sentiments 
and expectations of the mo-t prominent and in- 
fluemiil nun of his parly, not vulgar and illiter- 
ate demagogues, but men of the highest attaii- 
ments. I have to cite one more example of the 
principles of Mr. Lincoln, as set forth by one 
whom I have a right to consider as accredited by 
him. There is in the State of Wisconsin a nat- 
uralized Prussian whose name is Carl £churz. 
He is a man of finished education, of very fine 
talents, and one ot the most effective popular 
speakeia I have ever heard. He understands 
and speaks the English language in its utmost 
purity, even to the accent. He is the unquestion- 
ed leader of the Republican parly in Wisconsin, 
and was the main and most influential agent in 
procuring the nomination of Lincoln- Greeley, 
ot the Tribune, was in the first instance for 
Bites, of Missouri. I met with this m m first in 
Milwaukee. While I w.,s in New Haven, in Oct., 
he was sent for to address the Republican 
party there, and was, and is, regarded as one ol 
Lincoln's most confidential advisers. Grand 
preparations were made for his reception in the 
Republican wigwam. He addressed about 6,000 
persous.-a large number of whom were Germans. 
He spoke first in his native language, and after- 
wards in English. His German speech, which of 
course I did not understand, was received wifh 
the most rapturous applause. His address in 
English, which was received with scarcely less 

He commented 



be a case of that sort. It is perfectly clear that this 
p*rty hold that slavery must be abolished or the 
Union dissolved. This is the distinct alternative 
thev tender to the South ; an 1 they are, or soon 
will be, armed with all power, and an overwhelm- 
ing popularity, in eighteen States, forming a ma 
jority of six in the Senate, and I know not what 
in the lower House. They have thrown their 
gaunileted glove into the lists, an I South Caro- 
lina has boldly taken it up, placed il in her bon- 
net, aud accepted the ch illenge with scorn and 



on the Declaration of Independence, maintaining 
that it proclaimed the equality of the human 
race, negroes included, and, so far as that instru- 
menl could go, liberated them. Their being still 
' hel'i in bondage, therefore, was a violation of the 
fundamental principles of the American revolu- 
tion He took up Seward's favorite idea of the 
"irrepressible conflict," and discussed and ex- 
plained it in the sense of his party, elaborately, 
lie said there were contained in the proposi'ion 
two questions — one of interest and the other of 



defiance. 1 am pretty well acquainted with the | power. He took great pains to prove that free 
purposes and temper of South Carolina, having 
been intimately acquainted with some of her 
greatest statesmen, It is, in my judgment, for 
many reasons, a foregone o nolusion, that so s ion 
as her convention meets she will declare her in- 
dependence and formally secede from the Union, 
whether other Southern States go with her or 
not. This event, which I think m iv be aniici- 
pate l with the utmost certainty, should be dc'ib 
erately weighed by Kentucky, and the unavoid 
able consequences of it cirefully traced and con 
mdered. In addition to what I have aire idy said 
as to the preponderating power of the Northern 
party (tor, in very fact, the free States have 
banded themselves into a faction purely sectional , 
and upon a principle which renders all admixture 
with or co operation liom any portion of the South 
impossible,) I will further suggest that t his organ- 
ic ition can and will elect a President and Vice 
President so long as the Union shill endure. 
That in addition to the eighteen free States now 
in the Union there are six other territories which, 
in a few years, will be ready for State organiza- 
tion, and will be readily admitted to swell the 
power of the North — Washington, Dacota, Utah, 
New Mexieo, Kansas, and Nebraska. This ad- 
dition will increase the number of free S'ates to 
twenty four, and swell the number of Senators to 
forty-eight. Within the present boundaries of 
the United Stales there is no slave territory; and 



and slave labor were antagonistic, and necessarily 
ami eternally hostile elements in our national 
system; that the South were determined to main- 
tain slavery, the North to crush and extinguish 
il; that the South, in order to maintain their pe 
culiar institution , sought to maintain an equili- 
brium in our (Jovernment. thereby holding a neg- 
ative upon Northern policy and legislation, an 
independent and equal power, whose concurrence 
should be necessary to the passage of a law . 
Hence, he argued, arose their anxiety lo introduce 
slave property into the Federal Territories. The 
interest and policy of the Northern States being 
adverse, it became necessary for the North to 
nrevent the re-toration of an equilibrium, and 
thereby crush entiiely the slave power intheGov- 
ernment, mid subject the South, under this Re- 
publican Northern organization, intensely and 
completely to a sectional majority, without the i 
power of resistance. I listened, ot course, with 
the utmost attention to tnese developments from 
a mm of real talents and commanding eloquence j 
holding the relations wh.ch he does to the party > 
about to be inaugurated into power. He ridiculed 
the idea of a dissolution of the Union bv the 
South, and expressed his own desire for ils con- I 
tiniiance. 

He said a dissolution by the South was impos- 
sible for several reasons, among which were their 
weakness, their divisions among themselves, the 



mans held slaves in great numbers, but 
were never afraid of them. It is equally- 
vain to thow that the military strength of a coun- 
try, other things being equal, is not always in 
proportion to its population ; and that a slave 
State can always raise a far greater number of 
volunteers, at least in proportion to ils free pop- 
ulation, than a country where slavery is unknown. 
The reason of this is obvious. I wilt not, how- 
ever, here inquire into it. 

The question is frequently made here whether 
a member of the Confederacy has, uuffer the 
Constitution, a right peaceably to recede from 
the Union, and throw off her obligations to the 
Central Government, and withdraw from hereon- 
nection with her sister States. Upon this as a 
legal question I never entertained, nor do 1 now 
entertain, auy doubt. Ours, in my judgment, 
and in the judgment of far nobler men than I 
shall ever be, is not a treaty, alliance, or compact 
between sovereign governments, trusting for the 
execution of ils powers to the will or discretion 
of the sepaaate members. It is a constitution of 
Government, armed with the power of executing 
its own laws, nnd purporting to be perpetually 
binding upon all the individuals subject to its au 
tbority. 

The leading distinction between a league 
among several distinct societies, and a Union of 
many separate States into one Slate, which I 
lake ours to be, is, that in the one case the cen- 
tral authority can only act upon the several 
members in their collective or political capacity, 
and does not reach the individuals ol whom they 
are composed. In such a state the only remedy 
for infractions or violations, or neglect of the ob- 
ligations which the compact imposes, is force. 
War between the head and a recusant member, 
and the arbitiament of the sword, are the only 
tribunals before which disputed questions can be 
tried. A constitution of Government, especially 
such as ours, which is an association of many dis- 
tinct communities, by the authority of 'he indivi- 
duals composing them, into one United State, to 
which, as to all general purposes, and as to all 
the objects to which its powers are to be directed 
the members, stilt retaining their separate organ- 
zttion, are subordinate, acts upon individual'. 
These purposes and objects are ascertain ed by the 
Constitution, or articles of government, and are 
dependent upon and limited 1 by it. This is what 
Mr. Hamilton defines to be a confederated Re- 
public. Our particular scheme reaches aud acts 
upon individuals, every one of which owes alle- 
niaiice to the General Government, and is direct- 
ly and immediately connected with it in the rela- 
tion of Citizen and C-untry. In the case of a 
compact between sovereign governments the in- 
dividuals composing each have no direct connec 
tion with the coutral head, and owe no personal 
allegianoe to it. Their allegiance is to 
their own State, and their connection with 
the head ij through the State. In such a 
case of course the head cannot act upon indivi- 
duals, bi t only uponthe Sttte as a body political 
in pursuance of tins idea, our Government is pro- 
vided with a peaceful magistracy, through which 
it acts upon individuals. It is likewise armed 
with power to execute Us own laws. In case of 
an armed resistance by nny portion of the people, 
it is not rebellion in the State, but insurrection in 
the individuals concerned; and if it amount to 
levying war upon the United States, it is treason 
in each. A State, I apprehenj, in its collective 
or political capacity, cannot, within the contem- 
plation of our Constitution, commit treason. 

If 1 am not mistaken, then, the people of a 
State cannot withdraw themselves legally from 
their allegiance lo the head, nor dissolve at will 
their oomiection with other people, in which those 
others have a deep interest, the connection, or 
Union, if you please, as origiunally agreed upon 
being essential, or deemed essential to the safety, 
peace, and liberty of all. Our Constitution is not 
a commercial partnership, to be dissolved at pleas 
lire by any of the parties, but a form of political 
government, making one supreme State out ol 
many States, subordinate in relation to all mat 
ters and purposes committed to the head by the 
charter. It is not either, in my judgment, 
within the power of Congress to declare war 
against a Slate. It was to avoid this that our 
Constitution was framed. The untima ratio 
return was never designed lo be resorted to. 
The only coercion within the power of the 
government is to protect their magistrates in the 
discharge of their duty, to act upon individuals, 
responsible for themselves alone, and to suppress 
insurrections of the people. 

To declare war against a State, is to place every 
citizen or subject of that State in a Hate of war 
with the declarant. To declare war against South 
Carolina, would be to convert every citizen of 
that State from a citizen of the Ui.ited States into 
a public enemy. li would, indeed, be to acknowl- 
edge her independence, as none but independent 
nations can make war. And no Slate in this 
Union can declare war Igaibet the General Gov- \ 
eminent, against foreign nations, or one another, 1 
that is under the Constitution. But, indeed, my I 
dear Logan, these questions are of very little | 
consequence in the p recent crisis. In the case of i 
South Carolina, she does not appeal to the Con- 
stitution or the Government from which die seeks j 
to escape. There is no court which can try her 
Ton cannot make a case of law or equity out of 1 
this. The General Government cannot issue a i 
writ against her. summons her before the Supreme 
Court, obtain judgment, issue a writ of ca. so., I 
suppose, arrest aud drag her back neck aud heels 
into the Union.
